The present month has been uncom- 
monly favorable to the harvesting of 
beans, onions, and potatoes. 

I would recommend to those who have 


be afforded by regular importers Of the article; | beans not yet harvested, to have them 


pulled and housed, before all the vines 
are dead, and before there comes rain. 
For one bushel gathered in this way, is 
worth two bushels which are left in the 
field till the rain swells them.—lIt is a 
lamentable fact, that nearly one half of 
all the white beans, which come to mar- 
ket, have a shrivelled appearance, which 
indicates neglect in the harvesting. For 
if the rain does not swell the bean, after 
it becomes dry, its surface will be fair and 
smooth, and the bean, when dried, will 
be soft and tender. ‘They are then much 
more wholesome than if they had been 
exposed to rains. 


Onions.—As soon as onions come to 
their growth, the tops and roots begin to 
die, and they should be harvested. Thev 
should be pulled, dried a day or two in 
the field, and then housed, before the sun- 
turns them green and makes them teugh. 
For they will taste and keep much better 
than those which lie out till they take the 
second root and become weather-beaten. 


Potatoes.—I presume every man has 
observed how much better flavoured pot- 
atoes are in the month of August and even 
to the middle of Septem: r, than at any 
other time of the year. ‘The reason js 
obviously, because they are gathered be- 
fore they lave attained their full grewth 
and before the vines are dead.—Potatoes 
therefore, should be harvested as soon as 
the vines begin to die, and then they wiil 
not have any disagreeable earthy and wa- 
tery flavor. ‘They may be placed imme- 
diately in the cellars and will not sustain 
any injury from their dampness, if the 
cellar doors and windows are left open 
in fair weather.

To take the rancid taste from Butter. 


When fresh butter has not been salted 
in proper time, or when salt butter has 
become rancid or musty, after melting 
and simmering it, dip in it a crust of bread 
well toasted on both sides ; and in a few 
minutes the butter will loose its disagree- 
able taste. 


Receipt for curing Butter. 


Take two parts of the best common 
salt, one part of sugar, and one of salt- 
petre ; put them together so as to blend 
the whole completely ; take one ounce of 
this composition for every sixteen ounces 
of bufter, work it well into the mass and 
clese it wp for use.—Nat. Stand. 





Fiax.—Another machine has been in- 
vented by Samuel Davidson, of Romulus, 
N. Y. ‘for dressing flax. Its whole cost, 
including the patent right, is only forty 
dollars. It has been tried by many of 
the most respectable farmers. ‘They es- 
timate the saving in labour at three 
fourths, and the saving in flax at one fifth 
compared with the common mode ; while 
it leaves the texture of the thread unbro- 
ken. By the use of this machine the pre- 
cess of retting may be dispensed with.

‘They are in 
the upper jaw alone; two on each side, 
and have the faculty of renewing them- 
selves, in case they are drawn out bya 
violent biow : the fang is within the mouth 
bent, sharpens and sheaths like the claw 
of a cat, and turned towards the throat : 
the orific through which the poison is ejec- 


ted is a small groove on the uper side of 


the fang, between its point and the upper 
curve ; the poison bags lie at the roots of 
the fangs. 
the poisonous qualities of these snakes be- 
ing uninjured, Mr. N. proposes to have a 
pulic exhibition this week, when the snake 
will kill a young hare by a slight stroke, 
and then immediately devour him. 

Perhaps no one has had so good an op- 
portunity of studying the habits of the an- 
imal. His remarks will of course form a 
valuable addition to natural history. He 
is an intelligent man; and a memoir may 
be expected from him when he arrives in 
Europe. -The male snake has just cast 
his skin; aml the new one is most beau- 
tiful.

He be- 
lieves in this faculty, for he has seen it ex- 
emplified in a garden by his own snakes, 
the victim will hop from bough to bough, 
and {rom tock to rock, overcome with ap- 
prehension, until approaching each other, 
the snake seizes him. He denies alto- 
gether, what some naturalists assert, the 
deliterious qualities of their breath 3 for 
he has often kissed them; and in blow- 
ing breath upon him, he has found it un- 
commonly sweet. 

_ Mr. N. has other snakes in his collec- 
tion—as a wampum snake, beautifully 
Streaked, and so called after the Indian 
ornament ; it is a small species of the Boa 
Constrictor, which winds itself round its 
prey, and kills not by poison, but by 
Striclure—it even squeezes the rattle 
Sauke to death. He has also the com- 
moa black snake, and the lead coloured 
American adder, of the description of the 
fit heads. He has all these under the 
sa ue command—exhibiting almost, the 
Same docility as the rattle snakes. The

E4stiug—and is well worthy the attention

In ascending the 
the stairs, they throw the body forward, 
and support themselves with a staff about 
afoot long. ‘They walk ina zigzag direc- 
tion, having found by experience, that 
their respiration is thereby less impeded. 
The muscular strength acquired by these 
men must be prodigions, since, without 
any burden, a person, not accustomed to 
it, feels intolerably fatigued from ascen- 
ding and descending so many thousand 
steps. 

The weight of each load is agreed on 
befure the ascent is begun ; regular regis- 
ters of the quantity carried by eash indi- 
vidual is entered by accountants, and the 
quantity of ore brought from the mine is 
easily ascertained to the satisfaction of 
all parties. Each digger of the ore is 
calculated to loosen as much from the 
vein as three of the porters can carry a- 
way. This operation is performed by a 
kind ofiron crow, with a sharpened steel 
point, that requires perpetual repointing ; 
for which purpose, small moveable forges 
are placed in various parts of the mines. 
Though the workmen are almost naked 
and are closely watched and carefully 
searched, they sometime try to embezzle 
considerable portions of the richest min- 
erals by concealing them in their hair, un- 
der their arms ané other parts of the 
body. heir thefts are often detected, 
and a register is kept of what is seized 
from the depredators. In the mine of Val- 
enciana it amounted in fourteen years to 
the value of /36,000.—Mer. Adv.

Extracts from Sir R. K. Porter’s Travels 
in Georgia, Persia, Babylonia, &c. 
On the 9th of November Sir Robert 
again set forth for Babylon, having, on 
account of the war between the Pasha 
and the surrounding Arabs, an additional 
escort, and the company of M. Belino. 
He thus proceeds :— 
* November 9th, 1818.—I was now 











“According to Herodotus, the walls 


were 87 feet thick and 350 high, protect- 


edon the outside by a vast ditch lined course. Its banks were hoary with reeds, 


with the same materials, and proportion- 


the walls. They were entered by 25 | 
gates on each side, made of solid brass, 

and additionally strengthened by 250 

towers. Within these walls rose the 
multitudinons streets, palaces, anc other | 
great works of Babylon, including the | 
temple of Belus, the hanging gardens, and 

all the magnificence which constituted this | 
city the wonder of the world. A branch 
of the Euphrates flowed through the city, 
from the north to the south, and was cros- 
sed by a strong bridge, constructed at the 
foundation of large stones, fastened to- 
gether with lead and iron. While it was 
building, the course of the river was turn- 
ed into a large basin to the west of the 
the town, which had been cut to the ex- 
tent of 40 square miles, and seventy-five 
feet deep, for a yet nobler purpose, to 
receive the same ample stream while the 
great artificial banks were erecting of 
brick on each side of the bed of the river, 
to secure the country from its too abun- 
dant overflow. Cunals were cut for this 
purpose also; one of these led to the im- 
mense basin already described, which, 
when required, disembogued the river in- 
to its capacious bosom, and always con- 
tinued to receive its superflux, returning 
the water, when necessary, by various 
sluices to fructify the ground. During the 
three great empires of the East no tract 
of the whole appears to have been so re- 
puted for fertility and riches as the dis- 
trict of Babylonia, and all arising from 
the due management of this mighty stream.

Curious account of the Physicians of Aneient 
Egypt. 

It was their custom toexpose the sick 
to public view,that such persons as passed 
by,if they had been afflicted with the like 
disorders, aud had found out remedies by 
which they had effected their cures, or 
obtained ease; might give their advice. 
This was the practice in the most early 
times. The Egyptians, after they had 
invented hyeroglyphics, obliged those 
who had been attacked with any distem- 
per, to represent how, and by what means 
they had been cured. These memoirs 
were placed in their temples, and every 
one hada right to consult them ; after- 
wards, when the number of receipts were 
increased, they caused them to be put in 
order, and charged particular persons 
with the care of them, who studied their 
different compositions and their virtues, 
and were in process of time consulted on 
critical occasions. ‘This seems to be the 
origin of the profession of a Physician. 
We are told there has been no country,

And for the abundance of the 
country, it has vanished as clean away as 
if ‘the bosom of desolation’ had indeed 
swept it from north to south; the whole 
land, from the out skirts of Bagdad to the 
farthest stretch sight, lying a melancholy 
waste.”’----.- 

The picture of Babylon is equally 
Striking : 

* After a ride of newly awakening inter- 
est at tlmost every turn of our heads, we 
arrived at the khaun of Hadge Sulieman, 
(a poor little place, erected by a devotee 
of that name,) about eight miles from Is- 
kanderia. Here we halted, to refresh our 
horses, and regale ourselves with coffee : 
a beverage much increased in flavour by 
our Arab host adding a few cloves to its 
composition. Close to this place the road 
is intersected by a canal, full of water in 
the earlier part of the year; but when 
we passed it, not a drop of the genial flu- 
id was tobe seen. An hour more, how- 
ever, brought us in view of something like 
moisture and vegetation ; the date-trees 
of the village of Mahowil rose before us ; 
and they were the first trees of any kind 
we had seen since we quitted Bagdad.
